The Tennessee Valley Authority told 
congress its annual report for the fiscal 
year 1951, made public December 30, 
that produced over 33,500 tons ele- 
mental prosphorus during the year and 
that had abandoned plans discon- 
tinue the manufacture concentrated 
superphosphate because the sulphur 
shortage.

International politics has got deeply into the long- 
troublesome international problem supplying the 
United States with tin. Bolivia waving the economic 
aggression provision the Bogota charter its de- 
mand that the Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
raise its tin-price ceiling from $1.12 $1.50 per pound. 
The United Secretary State has, least, sug- 
gested that the RFC director—a real businessman—re- 
view the agency’s position the tin price. The latter 
said prefer dip into defense stockpiles, step 
which opposed about half-dozen cabinet de- 
partments. 

Business, doubt, will get hooked. One might say 
will given tin can. 

RFC survey the tin situation the Far East has 
been completed the stage formal report—not 
made public. There has been some measure hope 
that means blocking the Bolivian greed might 
discovered Malaya Indonesia; although earlier 
dealing those parts was not what could called 
generous.

lurgy should have reduced tin state obsolescence 
the field common metals. the area tinplate 
containers, disappointment that developments 
the field plastic coatings have not further done 
away with the use tin. the feeling some econo- 
mists that there better promise that direction from 
the development the freezing foods. Cooked foods 
the sort long associated with the community 
canned goods are now satisfactorily handled freez- 
ing. When deep freezers get out politics and become 
more easily got than motor cars, the canned goods shelf 
may disappear from the American home. 

Other metals and certainly some the now known 
alloys amalgams can used place tin many 
its metallic applications. There still need for tin 
chemicals. That brings peculiar point the econo- 
mics tin: what perhaps its biggest field 
service does not lifetime job; the need for tin 
less account than waste paper. And its recovery 
from the tinplate cans not difficult proceeding. 

this were thrifty people, every chemical class 
every school the country would equipped with 
couple earthenware crocks goodly size, some 
technical hydrochloric acid, and few carboys. Along 
the wall would strong wooden ledge which 
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would lie some heavy wooden mallets. Every student 
would required bring emptied tin cans from 
nome and neighbors, flatten them with mallet—to 
save space—and add them stockpile from which 
charges would drawn proper intervals for de- 
tinning treatment with the acid crock. When the 
contact had been long enough, the solution tin 
chloride would drawn off into carboy—it might 
have contained the acid coming in—and another reac- 
tion started with new charge. The detinned iron might 
similarly converted chloride or, because the 
possibilities easier marketing, treated with sulphuric 
acid separate set crocks produce copperas 
for conversion, least part, into iron oxide pigments.

DDT Combats Malaria 

Some remarkable results have been ob- 
tained the World Health Organization 
stamping out malaria northern India 
which bringing flood requests from 
other sections the country for similar 
programs their areas. two years 
malaria control operations the Terai 


and Bhabar tracts Upper Pradesh 
(Northern India), the success has been 
that WHO experts now visualize 
the complete elimination the disease 
from the state within the next five ten 
years. 

Throughout 1,750 square miles the 
Terai, stretching from the Naini Tal foot- 
hills Bilaspur and from Bazpur 
Khatima, stable population 150,000 
plus floating winter population 45,000 
present receiving almost 100 percent 
protection from malaria through system- 
atic DDT spraying 1,300 villages. This 
has been shown tests the blood 
infants. 

Microscopic examination drops 
blood pricked from the fingers thou- 
sands babies has revealed that, before 
spraying was started, from one-half 


three-quarters infants the area got 
malaria during their first year life. Af- 
ter one year DDT spraying, the figure 
dropped the astounding low level 2.6 
percent, while, after the second year, 
babies all were becoming infected. 

This conclusive proof the success 
the work has led virtual flood re- 
quests for expansion control operations 
neighboring malarious areas.

Business botanicals during the final 
week 1951 was confined, mainly, the 
three day period that began the Wed- 
nesday after Christmas. For the most part, 
business had stopped December 21. 

Most suppliers made Monday, December 

holiday, being either completely 
closed operating for comparatively 
few hours with skeleton staff. Hence, 
trade was more than usual yearend 
slump, fact that was without effect 
the general market position.

Oils, Fats and Waxes 


Quietness ruled the oils and fats mar- 
ket, reflecting the dull holiday season. 
Price fluctuations were few and market 
remained steady basis. Crude edible 
oils were quotably unchanged, except 
corn and soybean oils which were lower. 

Cottonseed oil was inactive, but well 
held. Corn oil reacted higher and regain- 
ing earlier fractional decline. Peanut oil 
was firm and scarce for nearby shipment. 
Coconut oil was firmer and raised frac- 
tionally, while copra was unchanged and 
Price index advanced 0.2 point. 

Edible olive oil developed stronger 
tone, result reports from Spain that 
shipments new crop oil would of- 
fered only prices least cents per 
gallon above prevailing prices locally.

there has been evidence bacterial 
attack decomposition. How long will 
last the soil beyond this period, con- 
tinuing keep the soil good condition 
after one application, cannot estimated, 
was stated. However, was pointed out 
that its greater lasting qualities over those 
natural polyuronides have already been 
established. 

One pound “Krilium” was reported 
the equivalent from 200 1,000 
pounds peat moss, compost, straw 
mulch effective soil conditioning, and, 
addition, considerably longer lasting.

Japan Sends Whaling 


Expeditions Antarctic 


The Japanese whaling fleet departed 
recently for Antarctic waters partici- 
pate the 1951-52 Antarctic whaling op- 
erations, according information avail- 
able the Office Foreign Agricultural 
Relations. The fleet consists three ex- 
peditions—one for sperm whaling and two 
for baleen whaling. 

The first expedition, consisting fac- 
tory ship, five catchers, and one tanker, 
sailed from Osaka. The second expedition, 
also out Osaka, consisted factory 
ship, eleven catchers, two whale-towing 
boats, one tanker, one scout boat, and four 
refrigerated whale-meat carriers. ex- 
pected back early April, 1952.
